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HAM RADIO TO FLY ON STS-9 

When Spacelab, an international scientific research facility 
orbits the earth this fall on its first mission aboard STS-9, there will 
be more than one communications network in touch with its crew. 

Dr. Owen Garriott, a NASA mission specialist astronaut and 
amateur radio operator, will use a hand-held radio during part of 
his off-duty time to communicate with some of the thousands of 
“ham” radio operators around the world. Garriott’s call sign is 
W5LFL. 

Original proposals to place an amateur radio transceiver aboard 
an orbiting U.S. spacecraft surfaced when NASA was about to 
launch Skylab in the early 1970s. NASA rejected the plan, then 
dubbed SKYLARC (for Skylab Amateur Radio Communications) 
because it came too late in the development of the program. 

Space Shuttle flights presented another opportunity. The 
American Radio Relay League (ARRL) and the Amateur Radio 
Satellite Corp. (AMSAT) jointly requested that NASA supply a 
small transceiver to be carried by Garriott, a ham operator since 
his teens. 


NASA accepted the proposal with the stipulationthat the plan — 


would not interfere with mission activities and that safety 
requirements were met. 

Crew members aboard the Spacelab 1 flight will work on a 12- 
hour-on, 12-hour-off schedule Use of the transceiver will be limited 
to one hour a day. 

All “‘ham”’ radio operations for STS-9 will be in the two-meter 
band. Transmissions will be in the range 145.51 MHz to 145.77 MHz 
FM. Reception will be in the range 144.910 to 145.470 MHz FM. 
Twenty kilohertz steps will be used to both transmit and receive. 

The radio will be operated from the aft flight deck of the Space 
Shuttle orbiter Columbia, which is carrying the Spacelab in its 
cargo bay. 

The transceiver itself will be a battery-powered unit capable of 
five watts of output. The printed-circuit antenna will be placed in 
the upper crew compartment window on the aft flight deck. 

Garriott will wear the standxrd in-flight headset when operating 
the radio. 

Most of the earth’s land mass will be within line-of-sight trans- 
missions of the spacecraft during a typical day. The Spacelab 1 
mission will have an orbital inclination of 57 degrees. The times 
when Garriott will communicate with ‘ham’ operators will be 
announced later. 

‘‘Amateur radio is a valuable national, even international asset 
and it is certainly appropriate that Spacelab be used to demon- 
strate this capability,’ said Garriott, who will operate Spacelab 1 
systems and conduct many of its experiments during the mission. 
“T look forward with great enthusiasm to brief conversations with 
as many of my fellow hams around the world as our work schedule 
will permit.” (VIA HENRY FELTON, WA4HXZ)

FLORIDA HAMS INVOLVED IN RESCUE OF 
SUBMERGED VEHICLE OCCUPANTS

DEC East Central Florida ARRL 
On April 22nd at about 3 p.m., Frank Ambrose, N4CWJ and his 
_wife Barbara, KC4CE were travelling east on Florida highway 46 
between Sanford and Mims when they spotted a pick-up truck 
which had left the road and gone into a water-filled ditch. The cab 
of the truck was in the water. The two hams stopped to investigate 
and discovered that a family consisting of a man, his wife and 
small children were in the cab and in danger of drowning as the 
truck was settling into the mud. 

Frank had his two-meter rig in his car, so he called for help 
through WB4CGW/R (146.13/.73) in Sanford. Bill Irwin, K3CQR, 
responded, determined the nature of the emergency and contacted 
local rescue through the autopatch facilities of N4CQQ/R 
(144.77/145.37 mHz). Help reached the scene and all the occupants 
were pulled to safety within 12 minutes! They were taken to a local 
hospital for treatment of minor injuries and general examination. 
All are doing well. 

This points out two major items. (1) Amateur radio is an im- 
portant tool for saving lives on the highway and (2) Repeaters with 
autopatch capability can play an important role in emergency. 
situations. My sincere thanks to N4CWJ and K3CQR for their 
willingness and quick thinking in this situation.

This month a potpourri of odds and ends, most of which may be 
familiar to the ‘‘old heads’’: However, I hope there will be one or 
two that will jog your memory.

The place of origin in the preamble should be the QTH of the 
party originating the message; for example, you live in Orlando 
and get a call from Winter Park to give you a message for trans- 
mission, the place of origin is Winter Park. The date is the month, 
which is usually abbreviated on CW, and the day, but the year is not 
needed: On phone please don’t use “‘today’s date’”’ or I have to 
scurry around the find a calendar, hi! 

Periods are never used in the address or in the text; if a message 
is addressed to D.D. Amhurst, it’s sent on CW as D pause D pause 
Amhurst but keep the pauses long enough that it isn’t received as D 
Damhurst! On phone it’s sent as ‘initial D, delta, initial D, delta 
Amhurst’. In the case of a decimal point such as 2.5 it’s sent as 2R5 
on CW and two decimal five on phone. 

On phone the F and the X sound so much alike that I usually use 
phonetics for these as well as the D, B, T, P, E, G, C, and V. Unless 
propagation is very poor it is usually not necessary to spell any 
words but the usual ones. 

The key to effective traffic handling on CW or phone is timing: 
Try tosend CW a little slower than the speed that the other operator 
uses: On phone send 3 or 4 groups and pause — to time your pause, 
use your finger as a pencil and write the words that you sent, then 
repeat the process until the message is complete. 

If you would like to get started in handing traffic on CW, or brush 
up a little, remember that is the function of QF NS and the FMSN, 
and the Net Controls are glad to welcome new-comers, and don’t 
care if you make mistakes. Also, remember that the ARRL Net 
Directory is filled with information that can help you get started. 73 
and AR de WF 4X.

In our Amateur frequency spectrum, the two meter band is the most versa- 
tile communications medium available. With the aid of repeaters the range 
of communication can be extended over considerable distances. What a great 
acomplishment it is, when we can key our hand-held transceivers and commu- 
nicate over 50 miles!

You know who you are, so let’s keep the bottom 
20-25KC of the phone portion of six clear of VE/W QRM so everyone can have a shot at 
working some DX. Move that rag chew up around 50.200. 

WA4OWC reports that all seems to’be quiet on our higher VHF and UHF bands. Perhaps 
with some of the new 1296 gear that ICOM was showing at Dayton, we will see some ac- 
tivity. 

Some have asked me about an amplifier to raise their 10 watts or so to the 200 watt level, 
(for 50 Mhz). In the past about the only way was to build one. I have uncovered a cache of 
Dentron Clipperton V amplifiers, all ready to play on six meters (250W output) at Crane 
Amateur Radio in Ft. Lauderdale. Check ’em out & good DXing.

BACK-YARD ANTENNAS AND THE LAW 
Fedreal 
Is it legal to intercept satellite programming with your back-yard 
dish antenna? 


The legal issue is relatively new and the question has yet to be - 


answered by the courts or the federal government. 

One legal aspect is clear: 

You cannot use your Satellite dish to intercept signals for 
financial benefit. That is a violation of federal law, said John 
Theimer, engineer in charge at the FCC’s Miami office. 

Local 


Here are the requirements in Northeast Dade: 

e The North Miami Beach City Council recently approved an 
ordinance regulating dish antennas. They can be located only in 
back yards, surrounded by shrubbery. A permit costs $50. Radio 
antennas in a residential area cannot rise more than 10 feet above a 
roof or more than 20 feet from the ground. 

¢ North Miami classifies dish antennas as accessory structures 
that require a building permit. Radio antennas in residential areas 
cannot exceed 42 feet in height without a variance. 

e In unincorporated Dade County, dish antennas are also 
classified as accessory structures that require a building permit. 
Written permission of abutting neighbors is also required. Radio 
antennas must be no more than 20 feet above the roof or 35 feet 
from the ground. 


¢ The city of Miami requires a building permit for installation of 

a Satellite dish antenna. Radio antennas cannot be more than 35 
feet in height. 

¢ In Miami Shores, permission is needed from the Planning and 

Zoning Board before a dish antenna can be installed. Radio an- 

‘tennas must be located so that if they fall, they will land inside the 
property line.

‘TOUCH CONTROLLED LAMPS”

operating in 160 and 80 meter bands. As a bonus, they ruin the whole 
a.m. broadcast band. In theory, the lamps fall under FCC part 15, 
but until the Commission is aware that the problem is widespread, 


' itseems unlikely that anything can be done. If you are experiencing 


a problem with RFI caused by these lamps, let ARRL or FCC know 
so that the scope of the problem can be documented.

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SOUTH FLORIDA PUBLIC SERVICE 
AMATEUR RADIO CLUB, INC.

Every now and again, we as amateur radio operators, have the 
need for communications with a public safety (police or fire) 
agency when we are away from a telephone. We, as individual 
operators or as clubs and organizations, put forth a lot of effort 
towards reliability in equipment, and incur expenses for the 
equipment and its performance. As a result we, as amateurs, have 
sincere interests to assist our fellow man in times of need. 

Monthly, the Dade County A.R.P.S.C. committee meets and 
discusses areas of interest to our ham radio community. There are 
representatives of many walks of life with varied interests that 
pertain to all of us. Judging from the representation at these 
meetings, there are a great many amateur radio operators in the 
South Florida area. 

As a representative to the A.R.P.S.C. planning committee and 
the South Florida Public Service Amateur Radio Club, Inc., in 
Hialeah, Fla., I’d like to bring you up to date on some efforts in our 
area. 

The S.F.P.S.A.R.C., Inc. sponsors and maintains a repeater on 
144.830 Mhz input/145.430 Mhz output. With the joint support of the 
City of Hialeah, an emergency autopatch is operational. This 
repeater serves all amateurs, and is located near the Hialeah 
Police Communications Center and the City of Hialeah Emergency 
Operating Center which handles traffic for Dade County Zone No. 3. 
The support includes the Red Cross for this area. The 
S.F.P.S.A.R.C., Inc. is comprised of individuals who, by their 
chosen careers work in the fire services, police services, first aide 
services, and utilities services. It’s nice to know, these days, that 
many officers riding in their patrol cars and firemen at their 
locations have communications in the ham bands. 

The S.F.P.S.A.R.C., Inc. would like to put forth the following 
guidelines for opeation of the autopatch during emergency usage: 

1. This autopatch is for portable or mobile use and not meant for 
use when other telephone service is readily available. 

2. You are asked to access the repeater in a normal manner and 
announce your amateur radio call sign and the type of 
emergency that you’re experiencing. 

3. Via your touch tone pad, depress 911911 as one number without 
releasing your PTT switch. Then unkey your radio. 

4. Our equipment will auto dial and ring at the 911 Center of the 
Hialeah Police Department. 

5. Please remain calm and speak distinctly. 

6. State your Call Sign and then the nature of the emergency. 

7. Remember, although you’re on a repeater, autopatch is 
simplex in nature. 

8. Be prepared to have to repeat your statements, your name, 
and other information for logging at the 911 Center. 

9. There are bi-lingual 911 personnel on duty. If needed, please 
request one to come on line. 

10. When recontacting the 911 Center regarding a previously 
recent call, refer to that previous call, for coordination. 

11. When your call is completed, depress the number sign on your 
tone pad. This will bring the autopatch down. 

12. If, If you use this repeater from the Broward Area regarding 
an emergency in Broward, your call can be transferred or 
your message relayed. 

13. If, If you use this repeater from outside the City of Hialeah, 
advise the 911 Center personnel of the geographic location the 
emergency is occurring at, so that your call can be transferred 
or relayed as the case may be. 

WE ARE HOPING THAT THIS EQUIPMENT WILL BE USED 
IN THE MANNER FOR WHICH IT IS INTENDED. THANK YOU.

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AMATEUR RADIO BAND CLEANUP 
INITIATED IN MIAMI, FLORIDA 

The Federal Communications Commission announced today 
initiation of a special project to eliminate unauthorized use of the 
frequencies above, in and below the two meter Amateur Radio 
Band (144-148 MHz). The frequencies adjacent to the Amateur 
Band are assigned to other U.S. Government Agencies including 
the Civil Air Patrol and the U.S. Airforce. 

Responding to complaints of interference to authorized com- 
munications, the Miami District Office has been conducting an 
intensive effort to locate these unauthorized stations. 

A month’s work culminated today when Commission staff from 
Miami and Ft. Lauderdale conducted inspections of several of the 
unauthorized stations. All of the stations inspected had been ob- 
served in operation for more than one day. 

Notices of Apparent Liability to Monetary Forfeiture for $750.00 
will be issued to each station inspected for Unlicensed Operation. 

The Engineer in Charge of the Commission’s Miami District 
Office, John L. Theimer, warned that today’s action was just the 
start in eliminating this problem and that the Miami office will 
vigorously pursue the other Unauthorized Stations in this 
Frequency Band.

Over 30 hams of the Marion County Amateur Radio Emergency 
Service (ARES) were activated by government officials to help 
provide communications in the aftermath of the second worst 
traffic accident in Florida history on February 5th.

ANTENNA GOES UP— 
HAM GOES DOWN! 
UNCLE AUGIE’S CORNER— 
ANTENNA-RAISING ACCIDENT 
From RF Carrier 

This ham is sitting at his desk answering a letter from his in- 
surance company. I am writing in response to your request for 
addition information for block No. 3 on the accident reporting form. 
I put ‘‘poor planning’”’ as the cause of my accident. You said in your 
letter that I should explain more fully and I trust that the following 
details will be sufficient. 

I am an amateur radio operator, and on the day of the accident I 
was working alone on the top section of my 80-foot tower. When I 
had completed my work, I discovered that I had, over the course of 
trips up the tower, brought up about 300 pounds of tools and spare 
hardware. Rather than carry the now un-needed tools and 
materials down by hand, I decided to lower the items down in a 
small barrel by using a pulley, which fortunately was attached to 
the gin pole at the top of the tower. 

Securing the rope at ground level, I went to the top of the tower 
and loaded the tools and materials into the barrel. Then I went back 
to the ground and untied the rope, holding it tightly to insure a slow 
descent of the 300 lbs. of tools. You will note in block No. 11 of the 
accident reporting form, that I weight only 155 lbs. | 

Due to my surprise of being jerked off the ground so suddenly, I 
lost my presence of mind and forgot to let go of the rope. Needless 
to say, I proceeded at a rather rapid rate of speed up the side of the 
tower. In the vicinity of the 40-foot level, I met the barrel coming 
down. This explains my fractured skull and broken collarbone. 
Slowed only slightly, I continued my rapid ascent, not stopping 
until the fingers of my right hand were two knuckles deep into the 
pulley. 

Fortunately, by this time, I had regained my presence of mind 
and was able to hold onto the rope in spite of my pain. At ap- 
proximately the same time, however, the barrel of tools hit the 
ground and the bottom fell out of the barrel. Devoid of the weight of 
the tools, the barrel now weighed 20 pounds. I refer you again to my 
weight in block 11. As you might imagine, I began a rapid descent 
down the side of the tower. In the vicinity of the 40-foot level, I met 
the barre] coming up. This accounts for the two fractured ankles 
and the lacerations of my legs and lower body. 

The encounter with the barrel slowed me enough to lessen my 
injuries, when I fell onto the pile of tools and fortunately, only three 
vertebrae were cracked. I am sorry to report, however, that as I 
lay there on the tools, in pain, unable to stand, and watching the 
empty barrel 80 feet above me — I again lost presence of mind. I let 
go of the rope.
